A light turnout is expected for the 
Tuesday constitutional amendment 
election 
Only 21 votes were cast absentee in 
Plano, according to Election Judge 
Stan Brimberry. Tuesday, 56 polling 
places across the county will be open 
from 7 a m. until 7 p.m. 
Propositions on the ballot include 
the constitutional amendment: 
—Increasing the size of the Court of 
Criminal Appeals to nine judges and 
permitting the court to sit in panels of 
three judges. 
—To provide for an additional $200 
million in bonds or obligations of the 
State of Texas for the V eterans’ Land 
Fund and to allow surviving widows of 
veterans to purchase tracts under 
certain circum stances. 
—Perm itting denial of bail to a 
person charged with a felony offense 
who has been theretofore tw ice 
convicted of a felony offense or 
charged with a felony offense com­ 
mitted while that person was ad­ 
mitted to bail on a prior felony in­ 
dictment, or charged with a crim e 
involving the use of a deadly weapon 
where there is evidence such person 
has been convicted of a prior felony 
offense; providing for a 60-day limit to 
that person’s incarceration without 
trial; and providing for thai person’s 
right of appeal. 
—Authorizing tax relief to preserve 
certain cultural, historical or natural 
history resources. 
—A uthorizing the form ation of 
agricultural or marine associations 
which may m andate the collection of

Investigators say there is little 
hance of identifying or indicting 
ongressmen without P ark’s help.

natter beyond Park,” he said. 


Jaworski said he considers Park 
only a minor participant in the South 
K orean g o v ern m en t’s attem p t at 
influence buying on Capitol Hill.

m ent,” Jaworski said. “ I think Park 
has a relative minor function.”

federal disaster aid from President 
Carter, who received a first-hand 
report from his wife, Rosalynn, on her 
personal inspection of the scene. 
Swelled by five days of steady rain, 
the waters of 80-acre Kelly Barnes 
Lake burst through the dam between 
1:30 a m. and 2 a.m. EST Sunday, 
sending tons of red, muddy water 
cascading down Toccoa Creek onto 
the sleeping campus town of Toccoa 
Falls College. 
The swirling water, estimated by 
some witnesses to be 30 feet high, 
washed into houses and dormitories 
and swept away trailers occupied by 
m arried students and their families. 
“ I just stood there and watched the 
trailers being washed aw ay,” said 
Tom Stacey, 24, a student. “They 
were banging into each other and 
being crushed. You could hear people 
trapped inside scream ing.” 
N ineteen of the victim s w ere 
children, in many instances swept 
from the grasping hands of their 
parents. 
“ I tell you what got me was the 
kids,” said Busbee, who inspected the 
area Sunday. “ I saw them bring out 
three little kids and a daddy, and I 
knew the mother was back up under 
the debris somewhere.” 


The pounding water damaged the 
emergency valve of a 
200-gallon 
propane gas tank that served the 
trailer homes and gas began leaking 
from the four-foot high tank. 
A crew of firemen was assigned a 
continuous vigil over the tank. 
“There’s no danger as long as 
people stay away and nobody lights 
any 
m atches 
or 
sm okes,” 
a 
spokesm an for the Toccoa F ire 
Department said early this morning. 
“ We’re just going to let it escape.” 
Rescuers gave up the search for 
more possible victims at dusk Sunday 
but said it would resum e today. Two 
persons were known to be missing and 
were presumed drowned.

“ S IM P L E D R E A M S ” 
For over ten years Linda Ronstadt has 
proved 
her 
abilities 
as 
a 
top 
notch, 
progressive country and western singer. On 
her 
latest 
work, 
“ Sim ple 
D ream s” , 
(Asylum Records) Ronstadt experiments 
with hard and soft country blues mixed in 
with a little rock. She, like many other L.A. 
based musicians, is trying desperately to 
explore for greater variety while still not 
changing styles. “ Simple Dreams” clearly 
points out Ronstadt’s various vocal abilities, 
but it shows that the new material is not 
overwhelmingly impressive. 
The opening side is highlighted by an old 
Buddy Holly song entitled ‘‘Its So Easy,” in 
which Ronstadt uses her country rock in­ 
fluences to the maximum. The rest of the 
material on this side is soft blues ranging 
from Janis Joplin to Barbara Streisand-type 
vocals. These tunes seem to be more or less 
a fill-in for the remainder of the trac. 
Side two of the album is far superior. 
“ Blue Bayou,” another old song, is done in a 
fine country blues fashion with a little help 
from back-up vocalists Kenny Edwards and 
Don Henley. The next piece, ‘‘Poor, Poor 
Pitiful Me,” is the best song to be found on 
this L.P. The lyrics written by Warren 
Zevon, seem to exem plify Ronstadt’s 
bustling lifestyle. “ Tumbling Dice,” an old 
Stones hit, is equally impressive, as Ron­ 
stadt’s voice fits in with the lyrics like a 
puzzle. Even though some of the material on 
“ Simple Dreams” seems to be out of place, 
no one can blame Linda Ronstadt for her 
efforts. (B ) 
E L P C O N CERT 
Emerson, Lake, and Palm er stood at the 
edge of the stage, bowed and waved good­ 
night to a crowd of 14,000. They had just 
finished their second encore “ Fanfare for 
the Common Man” , and the audience was on 
its feet shouting for more. ' ne show lasted 
two and a half hours and left just about 
everyone stunned. 
The concert began with an Aaran Copland 
number entitled “ Hoedown” , in which Keith 
Emerson 
took 
the 
spotlight 
with 
his 
keyboard theatrics. Following were ex­ 
cerpts from E L P ’s second album “ Tarkus” , 
and then they moved onto their bigger hits 
“ Take a Pebble” , and “ Lucky M an” . Greg 
Lake who handled all the vocals was very 
impressive especially on “ C’est LaVille” , 
an acoustic piece from “ Works Vol. I ” . 
After a short intermission the three came 
back on stage and performed an excellent 
version of “ Karn E v il 9, First Impression, 
Part Two” Lakes’ opening greeting of 
“ Welcome Back M y Friends To The Show 
That Never Ends” , picked the audience up 
for the remainder of the night. The highpoint 
of the second set was a drum solo performed 
by Carl Palm er during “ The Enem y God” , 
in which his drum platform rotated com­ 
pletely around exposing two large gongs. 
The m ixutres of Palm ers percussion 
wizardry and the lighting effects upon the 
platform created a scene that will long be 
remembered. 
E L P left the stage following a group of 
cuts from “ Pictures At An Exhibition” and 
“ Works Vol. I & I I ” (The latter will be 
released within a few weeks). They returned 
within minutes and proceeded to play two of 


the finest-arranged pieces of the night— 
“ Pirates” and “ Fanfare for the Common 
M an” . The show finally ended with “ Show 
Me The W ay to Go Home” . Although many 
people thought their stage show could have 
been extended, E L P made up for this by 
offering excellent, quality music. 
“ S T R E E T SU R V IV O R S” 
Lynyrd Skynyrd’s sixth album “ Street 
Survivors” (M CA) contains the group’s

continues to deliver their excellent southern 
guitar work performed by lead guitarists 
Allen Collins and G ary Rossington with 
Steve Gaines on rhythm guitar. The group 
has been known for this work since 1969 
when they first started out. The guitar 
performances stand out on “ What’s Your 
Name” and “ That Sm ell” , the better two 
cuts from the album. As usual most of the 
tunes were by the group’s lead vocalist 
Ronnie Van Zant and the three guitarists. 
The exception was one song written by 
Merle Haggard entitled “ Honky Tonk Night 
Time Man” in which pianist Billy Powell 
provides an excellent keyboard solo. Neil 
Young also offered the group three songs for 
the album, but Van Zant replied “ we were 
unable to make ’em sound like Lynyrd 
Skynyrd” . Definitely not an album to be left 
on the shelf. 
The album also has a special meaning for 
L.S. fans. It will be the last for three fine 
members of the group. Recently-joined 
guitarist Steve Gaines, his sister Cassie, 
who sang back up vocals, and lead singer 
Ronnie Van Zant were three of six persons 
who died Oct. 20 in a fatal plane crash near 
McComb, Miss.

This album has 
marked a change for the Doobies. They have 
moved more toward the jazz scene. 
The audience was gifted with two treats 
from dual guitarists Patrick Simmons and 
Jeff “ Skunk” Baxter (who played seated 
during most of the concert).

audience-bound, during an excellent guitar 
solo. The second treat came when the pair 
suddenly decided to play a few bars from 
“ Reelin’ in the Years” , an old Steely Dan 
tune (the group Jeff Baxter formerly played 
with).

Nine Zone Softball Races Decided

It’s time for the semifinal 
bout on this year’s Southwest 
Conference 
fight 
card, 
bringing together a couple of 
challengers who are quite 
accustomed to the position. 
But no matter who wins 
this week’s major attraction 
between the once-beaten and 
seventh-ranked 
Arkansas 
Razorbacks and the once- 
beaten 
and 
ninth-rated 
Texas A&M Aggies, the final 
issue is not going to be 
settled until Thanksgiving 
weekend. 
And, in the long range 
forecast of which team 
might wind up in the Cotton 
Bowl Jan. 2 — against in all 
liklihood Notre Dame — it 
doesn’t 
look 
good 
for 
Arkansas. 
Here’s the current pic­ 
ture: 
If Texas A&M should 
defeat Arkansas in College 
Station 
this 
week, 
the 
Razorbacks 
would 
be 
removed from the con­ 
ference title picture since it 
would be their second league 
loss. 
That would set up the 
probability of a 
shootout 
Nov. 26 between the Aggies, 
still without a loss in the 
SWC and the No. I Texas 
Longhorns, who steamrolled 
along last week with a 35-21 
conquest of Houston. 
But even if Arkansas does 
whip the Aggies Saturday, 


leaving both A&M and the 
Razorbacks with one confer­ 
ence loss, the picture still 
looks bleak for the Hogs. 
The best Arkansas could 
realistically hope for then 
would be a tie for the league 
title and Texas, of course, 
would have to lose for that to 
happen. 
Texas probably is not 
going to lose to TCU this 
week or to Baylor next week 
so the only real chance for a 
loss would come against 
Texas A&M. 
And if Arkansas, Texas 
A&M and Texas all tie for 
the crown, Texas 
A&M 
would go to the Cotton Bowl 
because of those three teams 
they have been away from 
the bowl the longest — last 
playing there in 1968 against 
Alabama. 


Last

probably put a brief end to 
one topic of conversation — 
the 
Houston 
Cougars 
recruiting 
of 
Darrel 
Shepard. 
But it started 
another — the lack of at­ 
tendance at SMU. 
Shepard, 
whose recruit­ 
ment by Houston away from 
Texas produced an NCAA 
probation for the Cougars, 
fumbled his only snap late in 
the first half against the 
Longhorns, setting up Texas’ 
go-ahead touchdown. 


At the Cotton Bowl, only 
6,918 people came out to see 
the Rice-SMU aerial battle.
